Note—In 1986, Mrs. Annie Moulton, a resident of . 
Woodstock and widow of the late Warren N. Moulton, 
of Woodstock, offered to convey all her real estate to 
the town of Woodstock in consideration of $30.00 per 
month, the same to be paid in cash during her life. At 
the annual town meeting in March 1937, it was voted 
to accept her offer and the selectmen were authorized 
to complete the transaction.

FOREST FIRE WARDENS REPORT, 1937 


During the year 1937 we had two fires that took 
crews to fight and they were the first fires since 1933 
that a crew was called for. One of these fires was a 
costly one with the cost running into hundreds. The 
bill sent into the town was for $63.37. This was a 
little less than half of the total cost. This fire was 
caused by burning on a windy day. The second fire 
. was one that got out of control while burning and cost 
. $4.45. Some over 7 acres were burned over. Many 
more would have been burned if the C. C. C. crew from 
Camp Tripoli had not been called to the fire. Town’s 
men received all the money paid out in fighting the 
fires. I have not written as many fire permits as in 
past years. This year about 40 posters, warning 
against fires, were posted over the town.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





School Board of Wocdstock: 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. The statistical tables for 1935- 
1937 follow this report. 


Two changes have occurred in the teaching staff 
since my last report. Christine Freese of Bristol suc- 
ceeds Esther F. Jackson in the high school and Char- 
lotte Pease of Plymouth succeeds Ann Tankard in the 
primary room. 


It became apparent early in the fall that the en- 
rollment of 46 in the intermediate room was too large 
from the point of view of instruction and ventilation. 


A part of the third grade was transferred to the 
primary room to relieve the situation and divide more 
evenly the teaching load of the two rooms. The work 
is motivating well in these rooms and the children are 
pleasantly employed in worthwhile educational activi- 
ties. 


The teachers at the Woodstock school are the 
same. The numbers here are small, the enrollment at 
this writing being 18 for the upper grades and 16 for 
the lower grades. White this gives plenty of time for 
individual instruction more pupils would be a greater 
challenge to the teachers and competition among the 
pupils. The school brought credit and honor to the 
town by winning a silver cup at the Plymouth Fair. 
This award was for a display of handicraft of 88 
articles in competition with 17 other schools. The 
school also won 10 first premium ribbons. The Pri- 
mary children are working with their teacher to pay 
for a piano they installed in their room. 


The appropriation called for this year is larger 
than last year. There are a number of contributing 
causes. The Board had to operate two new transporta- 
tion routes this year which could not be anticipated 
and it appeared expedient to purchase a number of new 
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typewriters. Consequently, there will be no balance 
at the end of the year. The amount of state aid is re- 
duced owing to various causes including increased 
equalized valuation of the town, decreased funds owing 
to legislative action, increased approved calls for state 
aid, and the approval of only 114 teachers at Wood- 
stock owing to small enrollment.

Report of Headmaster 


Mr. Allan M. McCurdy, Superintendent of Schools, 
Wentworth, New Hampshire, 


Dear Superintendent McCurdy: 


I hereby submit my eighth annual report of the 
Woodstock High School. 


School began on September 8, 1937, with an en- 
rollment of 44 pupils. At the present time there are 
43 enrolled. Arranged according to classes the distri- 
bution is as follows: nine seniors; 15 juniors; six soph- 
omores; and 138 freshmen. 


The work in our secondary subjects is going on in 
the usual manner. If this work may be judged by the 
records of our graduates who attend post-secondary 
schools, it is successful. 


Several of our graduates are furthering their edu- 
eation. Woodstock High School graduates are enrolled 
in New Hampshire University, having one in each 
class; Mount Holyoke College, New York University; 
Simmons College; and in Plymouth Normal School. 
Girls are also in training, and giving instruction, in 
various hospitals. We are also pleased to have so 
many of our graduates gainfully employed. 


Remedial work in reading, spelling, and in other 
fundamentals is to be taken up after each pupil in high 
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school is given'a standard achievement test. I want 
to thank you for securing these tests, and for getting 
us a new loose leaf permanent record system. A more 
comprehensive set of data about each pupil will make 
the administration of the school more efficient. 


’ Our list of extra-curricula activities include the 
following: the senior play; school paper; inter-class 
carnival; inter-class field day; school chorus and school 
orchestra; and also an interscholastic carnival. This 
year, our interscholastic carnival, held on January 29, 
1938, had entries from ten schools. The meet was won 
by Dow Academy. Woodstock High School placed 
second, and Hanover High School third.. 


The school board, since July 1, 1937, handles the 
athletic fund amounting to one hundred dollars, mak- 
ing a detailed financial report at this time unnecessary.. 
However, this money is used for equipment and trans- 
portation of teams, and we appreciate its assistance: 
in our athletic program.
